REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . This is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. The closest prior art 
Hasebe, Takayuki et al (U.S. Pat. No. 5,761,651) discloses a software charging system 
and software data utilization permitting device. 

JP 2006344124 Erikawa, Keiko discloses a game software rental management system. 
However, neither Hasebe nor Erikawa singularly or in combination discloses the recited 
feature: 

As per claims 1 , 33, 36, 37, 44, 76, 79, 82, 83, and 84, "wherein at least one virtual 
container in the collection is assigned a virtual container priority level corresponding to a 
variable software product access level, and wherein at least one virtual container in the 
collection provides a different rental period duration from at least one other virtual 
container in the collection, and wherein at least one virtual container in the collection 
permits selectively removing a software product and adding a new software product 
before the end of a rental period associated with the at least one virtual container, and 
authorizing a user in the set to access a software product through a computer network 
based on whether the software product is identified as a rental software product in one 
or more virtual containers of the collection assigned to the set of users".
